On the 11th August, 1979, a gieat havoc- was caused in 
Muivi City clue to unprecedented heavy tains in tue catch¬ 
ment areu oi Machnu river and tlio binding ot Iviachhu J1 
dam,.

A laifie number oi houses in the city collapsed, cattles wcie 
washed away and thousands of people: died.

As no ladder could be found tot move them to the lop ol the 
building Shri Zala positioned himself against the wall of Shu 
Duilabhji’s bouse and lent his own shoulders to the brother 
of Shri Durlabhji and the members of his family to climb 
up to the first floor of the building. He also escorted Bni 
Haibhui, a blind old woman and three others to a siallonaiy 
bus in the vicinity, at a great personal risk and also saved an 
old and infirm woman from getting diowned. lie lifted as 
many as 20 members of public to safety in utter disieguid 
of safety to his own life and rescued tv number of member 
of the public from being swept away in the i ismg flood w.itci. 

Tn this operation Shri Bharatsing Umedsing Zala exhibited 
conspicuous gallantry and displayed high sense of devotion to

Statement of services for which the decoiation has been 
awarded. 

On the 14th June, 1979, Shri Ran Bahadur Singh, Superin¬ 
tendent of Police, Fatchgarh received jniormation that Sultan 
a notorious outlaw oi the District, who earned a rcwaid of 
Ks. 50UO/-, had visited his vuia-gc 3-4 days back and had 
killed his uncle without any provocation and had also burnt 
his dead body. Il was also tmdeisfuod tnai the dacoit was 
still pie&ent in the village. Without giving much publicity, 
Shri Kan Bahadur Singh collected the available police loico 
and proceeded to the hide-out of the dacoit. Un reaching 
the PWD inspection House Suflkisha in the dead of night, 
Shri Singh divided the police foicc mto 5 parlies. While 4 
ot these parties were deployed on the Fast, West, North and 
Southern sides, Shri Ran Bahadur Smgh planned lo seureh the 
likely hide-out of the dacoit himself. Shu Ran Bahadur Singh 
sub-divided his own paity. It was decided to start the opera¬ 
tion at 4.3d in the morning. At the appointed time Shri Smgh 
proceeded to the tubewell of Tale Smgh, which was considered 
lo be the most likely hide-out of Sultan. When Shri Singh 
was at a distance of about 30-40 paces fiom the tubewell a 
hand-grenade was hurled at him. Fortunately, the hand- 
grenade did not explode. Without caring tor his personal 
safety, Shn Ran Bahadur Singh took the hand-gicnade and 
threw it at a distance, immediately thereafter one armed-man 
jumped lioni the roof of the tubewell. He was given ai chase 
by the police party. Shn Singh also warned the desperadoes 
to sunender, as they had been completely encircled by the 
Police. However, the dacoit Sultan Singh called filthy names 
to Shri Singh and his party and threatened to wipe them out. 
He also fired at the police party. Shn Singh escaped a 
nuiubci of limes. Sliri Singh returned the lhe. Even though 
Sultan was in an advantageous position as he was hiding him- 
sell behind the raised field boundry while Shri Singh was in 
the open, the firing went on for sometime and thereafter a 
lull picva-iltd on me other side. On search of lhe area the 
dead body of Sultan who was killed in the encounter wasi 
iccovcrcd. 

In this encounter Shri Ran Bahadur Singh exhibited con¬ 
spicuous gallantly initiative and devotion lo duty of a very 
high order.
